wharf, Clark's cove (at the foot of Valle3o street). 


"Flint, James P.," the name starting: the line Just 


before the sentence devoted to "Flint,. Edward P." 
—In said directory—was the latier's father, who 
came to San Francisco, via "the Isthmus," in 1849, 
at which time he was 45 years old. lie had been a 
Boston shipping and commission merchant^ and 
his firm "back there" was aeent for Clinton &

On April I. 1850, Colonel John 
C. Hayes— 


"Texan Ranger," in 1S36, was elected sheriff of San 
Francisco. 
He "ran" as an independent candidate. 


But his appearance during the campaign on a 
spirited black charger won unexpected support at 
the polls. • He produced a big: furore on one occa- 
sion on "the plaza," now Portsmouth Square, as he, 
in "caballero" apparel, on his curveting steed, greet- 
ed the dazzled beholder. 
Several years afterward 


he. became an Oakland realty owner and Hays'. 
Canyon, this city, commemorates him. In the *70*a 
he was an Oakland bank director. 


John W. Geary was made first mayor of San 


Francisco on May 1, 1850—under tho charter ap- 
proved by the legislature that April, and tho city 
marshal (chief of police) was won: by Malachi Fal- 
lon, Jn 1SS5, and thereabouts, a supervisor of Ala- 
meda county, living on Seventh and Oak streets, 
Oakland. "Malachl" had been warden of tho New 
York Tombs (prison) in IS4S. 
Charles Minturn, 


one of the eight members of tho new Board of 
Aldermen, later on was founder of tho JMInturh 
line" of ferry steamers, plying between "San An- 
tonio," Oakland and San Francisco. 
And one of 


tho eight "assistant aldermen" was "William Aharon, 
future United States senator (Nevada) and rowner 
of the San Francisco Palace hotel. 


In tho course of the year 1350 upwards of 36,000 


persons arrived by sea in San Francisco. Most of 
tho newcomers were gold-seekers, 
and but fow 


women—a thousand or so—camo along. The in- 
'drlft from "across the plains" numbered thousands, 
and some hundreds of women and children were in 
'evidence. Toward the close of 18»0 San Francisco 
claimed a permanent population of nt least 20,000, 
drawn from tho "four corners" of tho globe—and 
"In between." 


Before 1885 'thp village of Yerba. Buena 


herb") had neither name nor existence. 
In April, 


1847, 
it contained seventy-nine buildings—twenty- 


two shanties, thirty-one frume houses and twenty- 
six adobe buildings. Of Us three or four hundred 
inhabitants. In 3847, two whites were conspicuous: 
Captain W. A. Richardson, settler since 1835, and 
Jacob P. Leese, arrival from Monterey In 1336. 
Early In 1847 "Terba Buena" became San Fran- 
cisco by ordainment of Alcalde Edwin Bryant. 


"YKRBA BUKXA"—SAX FRANCISCO. 


Commodore R, F. Stockton, U. S. N., was a pHma 


factor In giving tho cognomen "San Francisco" to 
"Yerba Buena," He contended that the "Presidio 
of San Francisco" and the "Bay of San Fran- 
cisco" were now known throughout the civilized 
world, while Yerba Buena was known obscurely 
as an "embarcadero," or landing- place for car- 
goes of casual ships. His logic was proven true, 
for "San Francisco." seaport, seemed to herald 
itself all over the oceans before James tV. Mar- 
shall found gold in Sutter'a mill race at Coloma! 


"Yerba Buena," four years before Edward P. 


Flint sailed Into San Francisco bay, waa territory 
of Mexico, and that republic was a nilghty land 
then, California 
being 
ono of its most mystic 


regions. 


In April, 1846, war waa formally declared be- 


tween tho United States and Mexico, and after a 
scries of battles and victories along: the Hio Grande 
by the American forces led by General Zachory 
Taylor; and a still moro . triumphant progress, 
"bloody, but decisive," from Vera Cruz to Mexico 
City. General Winfleld Scott, commanding — he, 
the "modern Cortez," was enabled at tho ancient 
Aztec capital to dictate terms of peaco, made ef- 
fective by action of the United States senate In 
Mnrch, 1848, imd by the Mexican congress In May 
of that aame year. 


(And right hero it might be relevant to interject 


that Lower California—which.Undo Sam may tako 
over before 1920—is quite ancient as a populated 
country, duo to tho activities of tho 


Ln. Paz, its capital, situated near its tip, was where 
the "padres" frequently sojourned.) 


In "Annals of San Francisco," published In 18B4, 


and the joinb work of Frank Soule, John H. Glhon* 
M. D., and James Nisbet—a volume rarely Been now 
—of eight hundred pages, occurs this passage: 


"California—meaning tho existing Lower or Old 


California, was known to bo a peninsula as" early as 
1541, when a map, drawn up at Madrid by Castillo, 
represents the direction of the coasts nearly as they 
aro known at present. Yet this fact was unaccount- 
ably forgotten for one hundred and sixty years, 
when Father . Kiehn—Kino, of the

However, In reverting back to that remote date, 


1860, 
when Edward P. Flint walked. Sari .Fran- 


cisco's streets, one dwelling In Oakland now may 
recall that 1850 was the year when Edson Adams 
(founder of this tremendous city of' 1916) came 
with Ills chum, Horaco W. Carpentler, to the south- 
ern boundary, by the estuary of Ban Antonio— 


• Oakland harbor—of the Kancho San Antonio, five 
leagues long and over one league- wide, property, by 
Spanish grant, of the Peraltas, but hi 1860 assumed 
hy various American "Investigators" to be pre- 
emptive government land. 


And, as was stated at length In The OAKTAND 


TRTBUl^K of January 23, and 30, this yearf In an 
article dealing historically with that said Horace 
"W. Carpentier, first mayor of'Oakland In 1854," he 


, was "some, scout"—and still alive—and -nigh 100 
years old—at that writing. But, no one appeared 
to be able to tell then that Carpentler waa^in 1867, 
a major-general of the "Second Division" of the 
state of California militia, comprising the counties 
of Alameda, Contra Costa, Santk Cruz, Santa Clara, 
San Mateo and San Francisco. 


'Even Julius Zabel, butcher In Volcano, Amador 


county, in 18543, and-In the same trade at Broad- 
way and Fourth street, Oakland, in 1872—and for 
years beforo that— and, until lately, poundmaster 
of Oakland—and still among us, although not so 
very far from 90 years old; "Julius" he doesn't re- 
member that Carpentler used to ha a full-fledged- 
major-general!

As-to Edward'P. Flint, that he is Indeed an "old 


timer," is a recollection that is strong In the mind 
of a certain Oaklander—John M. English. "John," 
who is a great crony of another Oakland Demo- 
crat—Alex. Hirshberg—camo to Sllsslon San Jose 
In 1852, when IS years old. "The Mission" then 
was in Santa Clara county, and was "a pretty lively 
place." In 1853 it became part of Alameda county. 


Before long, English was In control of the Santa 


Rita ranch—Amador valley—and his partners were- 
the brothers "Sam" and J. "West Martin, tho latter 
mayor of Oakland in 1883. All three hailed from 
Maryland. That ranch was 6000 acres (worth now, 
probably, over $800 an acre!) 


English used to go over to San Francisco In 


those "early days," but ho was a farmer who 
couldn't brook the delay usual at "the bar"— 
mouth of San Antonio estuary—where one took a 
boat frcm the embarcadero of San Antonio, situ- 
ated about tho foot of the present Commerce street, 
"East Oakland." 


So English was prone to hoard a "bay convey- 


ance" at Union City, part of Alvarado, then county 
seat, and by so doing get to San Francisco without 
much trouble. And when ho landed in that bustling 
town he knew where to find tho business quarters 
of Flint, Peabody & Co. 
E. P. FLIXT IN* I9IG. 


On a day this week the author of this contribu- 


tion was guest of Edward P. Flint and spurred 
his mood for reminiscences. Mr. Flint Is a wealthy 
man ana his mansion is equipped as elegantly and 
appeallngly as Is any domicile in Oakland; .habitat 
of opulent people. Flint has been "well oft" elnco 
the first day ho became a San Francisco business 
man In 1850. 


He Is of slight build, not tall, with gray-blue eyes 


and of low-toned voice. 
Ho wears gold-bowed 


"specs," but his hearing Is good. Ho has a mous- 
tache and short beard—both snow white. His 
health is fine, and he Is spry in his movements. 
Every pleasant day he Is apt to "go down town." 


In his sitting-room Is a black walnut book case 


brought "around the Horn" In 1854 ft-om Boston, 
the year he married. He has been a widower since 
1889. 
He has six living children; two of them 


boys; and all savo one are married. He is a great- 
grandfather.

Ho 
was a member of the second Vigilance committee, 
that of 1856, which executed Charles Cora, gam- 
bler, for shooting United States Marshal Richard- 
son; and James Casey, ex-politician • of New York, 
for pistoling James Qing of William, banker and 
journalist.

He 
it was—Spanish soldier at the Presidio, San Fran- 
cisco, from 1776 to 1820—who, in that latter year, 
1S20, was made grantee, from tho Spanish gover- 
nor, Don Pablo Vicente de Sola, of that vast landed 
estate (now site of Oakland and environs), the 
Rancho San Antonio!

His chief part In the war la concerned 
with the maintenance of about 1000 
beds in his principality for the .use of 
the wounded, and with the hospitable

enue du Trocadero of a weekly draft 
of four homeless soldiers on war leave 
from the front.

Meaghor's duties as a National Chief of Police 


consist in running down men and women who make 
a business of being deaf mutes and work at it to 
ths detriment of the sofi-hearted ones of the United 
States. He Is tha director of the Impostor Bureau 
of tho National Association of the Deaf, and has 
offices In Vancouver. Wash., where he publishes— 
yea, he's a publisher, too—a monthly Journal for 
his brothers in that world Inhabited by the Sons of 
Silence. 


THE PARASmOAI/. 


For it has been learned that there are- many hun- 


,-j drods, perhaps thousands, of men and women who 


make the misfortunes of tho deaf mutes their stock 
in trade. That Is, they simulate the affliction, go 


I about with printed cards declaring that they ara 
deaf and dumb, In that manner soliciting and pro- 
curing ample alms from the charitable ones. 


Officers and members of the National Assocla- 


' tion of tho Deaf decided that this was-wrong; that 
it reflected on tho good citizenship and public es- 


• teem of the deaf mutes who are not Impostors. 
' Meagher, a keen worker in the Interest of his un- 
, fortunate brethren, became a detective. 
In his' 


! travels about the country as a tramp, a lord of 'the 


open road, he sought out tho Impostors. 'And he 
found many of them. He turned them over to the 
police. But ho found something vastly more alarm- 
ing, moro detrimental to the interests' of tha deaf 
mutes than a few Itinerant beggars. 


He found a school for the training of men aad 


women in the trade of the deaf and dumb! 


It was in Cincinnati. 
Scores of pseudo deaf 


mutes were graduated every month. 
Measlier and 


the police of tha Ohio city revoked tho charter of 
that institution of learning, end placed the faculty 
members in jail.

. BUREAU FOUNDED. 


It was. then that tho Impostor Bureau 
of.^ the 


Deaf Association was organized and Meagher placed 
at Its head. This bureau has officers In.every large 
city in the country. 


Douglas Tilden, 2078 Franklin street, who stands 


near the head of tho lino of contemporary sculptors, 
a man who has'carved for himself a comfortable 
resting place In Fame's Hall, is tho Oakland rep- 
resentative of the Impostor Bureau. 
Tilden, though 


deaf and a mute, has a national reputation as a 
sculptor, being best known, perhaps, for his figures 
on tho Mechanics' fountain in San Francisco, and 
for his football players on the state university 
campus.

O the traveler with a passion for out-of- 
the way. places and primitive corners of 
the world,. Patagonia has a great fascina- 
tion. . Patagonia is a section of South 
America, lying east of tha' Andes moun- 
tains, and 
consisting of a 
wonderful 


panorama of rugged islands and seas, channels and 
fjlordE—a glacial country and a wild region, por- 
tions of which are inhabited by an unknown tribe 


I further removed from civilization than the Bush- 
men of Australia. 


It seems like a stretch of the imagination that 


tho big continent south of. us should be thejiunt- 
ing grounds for these wild denizens; 
But Prledo 


Edgar Petersen, who recently returned to Oakland' 
from .Patagonia, Insists that this tribe has been 
seen by a few white men and that tho first photo- 
graphs of them were taken by him. 


The explorer comes to the habitat of these people 


by way of tho Smith Channel, -which empties into 
the Strait of Magellan and is scarcely known to 
navigators. This narrow ribbon of -water is prob- 
ably the most difficult of access of any _ln the 
world ami very fow ships have made the passage, 
Among this number are several Chilean vessels and 
a few owned by the German government. 
Among 


tho intrepid seamen to take the chance -was Cap- 
tliin Frederick Petersen, father of Frlodo Peter- 
ien, whose ship, tho "Darda," is now Interned in 
a South American port. 


sgTTiTj is NEEDED: 


The highest skill of the navigator Is needed to 


'bring a ship safely through tho channel. In some 
places this waterway is only ono hundred yards 
•wide and Is full of shnnls and rocks. 
The trip 


can only bo mado by day\since there are no light- 
houses and three days of good weather are re- 
quired lor the Journey. It Is a winding and de- 
vious passageway with smaller channels flowing 
into It from small bays where tha steamer anchors 
at night. While. you still imagine yourself in the 
Magellan Straits, which at their narrowest are 
<5Ver a thousand yards wide, you coma upon the 
lo-^r lying mountains running to the water's edge. 
IjtiS stream narrows until the mountains seem to 
meet 'In the perspective and hundreds of is!ets dot 
the water, requiring knowledge of every foot of 
tho passage to insure safe going for the ship. 


If luck favors you upon the second day out as 


tho ship glides into one of the numerous bays to 
lay to for the night you will see tho little known 
tribe whoso pictures were first taken by Peterson. 
Chalk-like mountains rise from the shore line, with 
here and there an extinct crater, then as you con- 
tinue again up tho channel, tho mountains disap- 
pear and you come Into a world of scenery never 
before trod by a human foot. 
A lover of nature 


lore with the intrepid soul of the explorer would 
find many treasures hero. The more selfish seeker 


, after wealth iVould find sroal treasures In gold, 
copper, coal and other ores and mineral? 


NUMEROUS OBSTACLES. 


Petersen. secured some valuable ore samples but 


predicts that it will be a long time before any 
systematic effort Is made to secure the riches there 
and awaken the region from its century long sleep 
because of the difficulty ,of making the Smith 
Channel, and almost insurmountable natural bar- 
riers to be overcome to build a railroad into the 
interior, and because of the severe climate. Craters 
covered with ice and with blue-white tongues of ice 
reaching down to a big field of ico, which ends in 
tho distance liko a gray cloud, greet tho vision as 
the ship glides further -Inland. The skirts of life 
mountains are covered- with a growth of moss and 
dwarfed shrubs and with a 'pair of field glasses 
you can spy.out •curiously formed caves. Falls) bis 
and little, -of crystal-clear water, dash down the 


. mountain sides, giving one'a picture of Norway. 


The scenery in certain sections of this channel Is 
even rnoro magnificent than the most rugged na- 
tural wonders of Norway. 


In the midst of theso natural marvels live the 


Patagonian tribe described by Peterson. 
It was 


not until the third day of the trip when the ship 
upon which Petersen was about to drop anchor for 
the last time that they came. 
They responded In 


answer to the blowing of the steamer whistle, com- 
ing in their boats made of strips of hark or wood, 
which had drifted Into the channel from the outer 
seas, and lashed together with rough fiber. 
They 


propelled their primitive craft with oars mado of 
poles with flat pieces of -wood tied to the ends. 
The aborigines are extremely skillful In handling 
these hoats and can ride In almost any kind of sea. 


A ItOYAL WEIKXOFE. 


The men aboard ship turned out to give them a 


royal -welcome. 
They had heard of theso little 


known people from some Chilean sailors -who had 
succeeded in threading the channel and brought 
Improbable tales of their wild-looking appearance 
and their odd customs. 
Ever since entering the 


channel they had been on tho lookout for them 
and wore eager to study them at close range. 
It 


appeared that the Chileans had mistreated them 
and It took much urging on the part of the crew of 
the "Uarda" to persuade them to come on board. 
But at last they consented to be friends. 


Petersen has rubbed elbows with people In all 


parts of the world. But when ho first saw these 
Patagonian aborigines ho could hardly believe hlo 
eyes. They shrank fromi the white men in fright, 
"and they didn't have as much as a G string to 
cover them," Petorsen says. . Several of the sailors 
ran for clothing to throw to the men and women 
and It .took them some time to realize that they 
were to drape xheir bodies with the garments. 


Petersen believes that these PntaRoniaua are tnu 


lowest In the human scnlo. They are a part of hu- 
manity and no more. lie also believes that dis- 
ease Is thinning them out rapidly nnd that soon 
they will vanish n« a people. 
They are not bad 


looking In tholr primitive way and have rattler 


pronounced Mongolian 
features, 
indicating that 


they are a mixed breed of a former Mongolian, 
tribe and the South American Indians. They arav 
dull of eye, lazy and without Intelligence. 
They 


seem to live by Instinct, like the lower animals, 
foraging for their food being their only activity. 
During his stay among them Petersen discovered 
that the tribe consisted of about ono thousand men, 
women and children and found that there had been 
a big decrease in the population In recent j'ears. 


ABORIGINAL HABITAT. 


These tribesmen live In small huts, similar to the 


wigwam of the North American Indians, and built 
of branches loaded with shrubs and fastened to- 
gether at tho top with fibers. 
In these small 


shelters, roomy enough for two white persons, aa 
many as seven of the natives are housed. They do 
not seem to be inconvenienced and seem to take 
pleasure in these extremely unsanitary conditions. 
They appear absolutely impervious to the cold. The 
temperature is low the year round but tho men 
and women go nude and even the children from 
Infanthood up are not protected by covering of any 
kind. At night they sleep by fires kindled In front 
of their huts, much as the North American Indiana 
used to do. 


Although tho sailors of the "Uarda" made a col- 


lection of what clothes they could spare from their 
kits when their primitive guests at last came on 
board, these men and women did not know what 
to do with the clothes after they got them 'and 
had to be shown how to put on tho garments. After 
many signs and gestures the natives explained their 
fear of the white men by showing that the Chileans 
had not stopped to shoot then*, down as their boats 
came through, the channel. 
For that reason they 


had always gone into hiding when they saw a ship 
approaching. 
It was discovered 
later that the 


Chileans believed the tribesmen were cannibals and 
on that account had not hesitated to kiil them. Be- 
cause of this Iinital treatment from the Chileans 
the natives closely observed the vessels and before 
long were able to distinguish between those of tha 
Chilean and German governments and were In- 
clined to be friendly witji the^erman Bailors. 


PRIMITIVE GARTi REPLACED. 


Besides the clothing given to the natives, and 


which they did. not seem to want very much, they 
were given food which they ate ravenously. They 
- 


showed a tremendous craving for the heavy lubri- 
cating oil used on the boat's machinery, begging in 
every way they knew how for another drink. It Is 
probable that they took to this rather ciudo diet 
for the samo reason that tho Esqulmo eats whale 
blubber and drinks the oil from the seal. As htm 
been stated, these Patagoniana live in an extremely 
cold region nnd this oil is the sort of fuel most 
m'edcd for keeping tho body warm. 
They spend 


moat of their time In seal hunting and because of 
the low temperature large numbers of theso marine 
mammals are found In tho Smith Channel, coming 
inland from tho Stroita of Magellan* 
They' also 


occasionally kill a guanaco, also called huanaco, a. 
ruminant found only in South America and which 
roams the low lying hills back of the Smith Chan- 
nel. 


THEIR FOOD KAW. 


The Fatagonlans, while the know the secret 


of flre, -which 
they 
kindle with 
the 
old-time 


method of the North American Indians, that of 
striking sparks from two pieces of flint, eat all their 
food raw. Petersen and his companions, saw them 
even devouring dead seals which had been washed 
ashore. 
They tear at the flesh with their fingers 


and rather, crowd while at their meals, the weakest 
phyolrally being compelled to take the leavings.! 
Petersen witnessed a. contest of skill between two 
of the husky natives- who were both claiming a seal 
just washed- ashore. -They clinched, and scratched 
and bit and clawed >and observed neither Marquis 
of Queensbury ruias or any of tho recognized regu- 
lations In wrestling. The man who was outfought 
and outgamed crawled to his hut after the contest, 
more dead than alive, and the victor -was not in 
much better condition. 
While the fight was In 


progress some of the other natives, attracted by 
the noise, carried off tha seal and soon dispatched 
it, down to the hide and bones. 


Their only weapon Is a barbed spearhead mado 


of bone, dipped in an unknown poison and fastened 
to a long stick. It is a dangerous weapon and tho 
natives use It with great, skill, 
Tho men spend 


much of the time In practicing with this spear 
and they can lilt small targets with wonderful ac- 
curacy at a distance of more than one hundred 
feet. When spearing a seal they rush out into the 
channel and if they strike It they swim out to bring 
it in to shore and often dive for a stricken seal. 
Although the water is cold the year round the> 
are on amphibious breed and are expert swimmers. 
But the contact with the water does not give them 
any conception of cleanliness and they live In al- 
most unbelievable filth In tholr huts. • The hunting 
of the guanaco Is more exciting than tho seal chase. 
They often stalk this animal for hours until they 
get within hitting distance and it is seldom that a 
spearman misses. 


UXTJSUAIJ EDIBLES. 


Besides the meat of tho guanaco and the seal and 


an occasional large fish, which is cast upon the 
beach, theso tribesmen gather clams, mussels, wild 
fruits and nuts. The fru!ts_nnd nuts which grow 
upon tho few dwarfed trees' found in tha vegeta- 
tion are small and gnarled nnd rather bitter In 
taste but the natives, who know nothing of the 
civilized man's seasonings, rnther llko tho pungont 
taste. They have no regular hours for meals, eat- 
ing whenever they find food. 
. 
• 
' 


The only domestic animal they keep Is the dog. 


'Ho is a small-sized sturdy cnnlne, rosmnblinpr tho 
wolf very closely and but little removed from tho 
wild. Those dogs often have to be fought off from 
fresh killed meat but the natives have them thor- 
oughly under control and keap them in ttteir plocoa. 


The dogs, however, are not trained In any way and: 
aside from what companionship they give the na- 
tives ar» of no use. Captain Petersen, father of; 
the narrator of this story, took one of theso dogs 
with him on his return'to Europe, but he dia'd three 
days later, after a. bad spell of seasickness. 
, 


As haa been the custom since time immemorial 


among the primitive peoples, such work as has to 
bo done Is the task of the women. Since there is 
no tilling ot.the soil, no. preserving of foods against 
a hard winter, no housework or washing to be done 
their labors are really very light and ara confined 
to tho upbringing of their children, the hauling of 
firewood and other burdens. 
Even the children 


set little or no attention and theirs ii In every 
sense of the'phrase a "schooling of hard knocks." 
The women are rather comely but because of tha 
shiftless life they lead soon losa their comeliness. 


STJKANGELY ANTHIWXPAGOUS. 


Petersen 
made a close investigation into the 


charge of tho citizens that this tribe is .canni- 
balistic and la convinced that when food is scarca 
and hunting too much of a hardship that the men 
kill and eat tho women. 
They are systematic in 


this revolting custom, killing the eldest women 
first. This Is rarely done, though, and has almost 
entirely died out since the natives have oome Into 
slight contact with the white race. 


• The vocabulary'of this tribe is very small. Tha 
speech they possess cannot bo dignified as a 
language and consists principally of short sylla- 
bles, articulated deep In tho throat, and sklri ta- 
ttle dialects of tho North American Indians. They 
are not talkative and have names for scarcely moro. 
than a hundred objects. They have knowledge only, 
of the visible things about them, know nothing of. 
the existence of the ores and minerals under the. 
ground a.nd are not Interested as to their future, 
when they are gathered with their forefathers. 


Because of the gorgeousness of the scenery seen, 


from tha Smith Channel and tha manifold wonders | 
unfolded to tho sightseer tho time is coming when; 
this region will be among the goals of tho moral 
intrepid globe trotter. This will be especially t'ru». 
when the Pane ma Canal has at last been opened i 
for travel. . The trip will be rough and there will, 
bo hardships but tha reward will be worth th»i 
effort. 
While the entrance to the channel la al*f 


ways defended by sturdy west winds which lash tha i 
ocean into mountainous waves and tosa the steamer t 
as a child tosses a rubber ball. If ona is not afraid) 
of "roughing It." lio will meet with tranquil wa-1 
tare as noon as the otoamer enters the Smith Char*-} 
nel and tho panorama, on both shores of tha ch'aa-i 
nel,

"In some kings, sire," says the diplomatist.

As 
the fishermen's boats pass on their way to the 
wharf, the men dorr their caps an<S tho king salutes 
them In return. The king and the correspondent, 
seated on tha beach, look .out over the Gull <ri 
Eubea, 


"Like Lake Geneva," tho sovereign says, waving 


his hand, at tho water and tho distant mountains. 
"Here we are at Ouohy, and over there Is (ho Jura 
.and France." Ho sits a while In silence and then 
lakes up again, aloud, tho theme of his thoughts. 
"How much she has done for us—France! 
How 


much she has done for all tho world! Now nhe is~ 
taking our children lo her doep bosom, to kcop 
them unto for us until after Iho war, that tho race 
of Serbs may. not dlo out. 


"For there, in Serbia, it is extermination, starva- 


tion; death. The v°men and'tlie children who are 
the living future, of our dreams—all we have to 
hold by to rebuild our nation after the war—soon 
they will all bo gone. Make no mistake—war is a 
brutal business here in the Balkans. We all of us 
learned our war-making under the Turk, and the 
women and- children have' little chance. 
I don't 


mean to say they are massacred or anything like 
that, though that too has happened. But I refer' 
now only.to the fact that there is little or no pro- 
vision for non-combatants, no organization to look 
' after them. 


AUSTRIAN AED? 


"When the Austrlans mado their first Invasion 


of Serbia a year and a half ago; they'had no sanl- 
lary provisions even for their own men. Most df 
their own wounded died; because they could not be 
properly cared for. How much relief could an 
army like tbat afford to a starving civil population 
like the population of Serbia today?

The heixht of the reservoirs in the lower 
city would make possible a .'pressure of 130 pounds 
to the square Inut, but this pressure was over- 
come by allowing a -constant flow In public foun- 
tains. Surface water and sewage, were carried, off 
in sewers, soine of which were open, other's covered. 
As. the streets were, so steep tthat they had to be 
paveil and the sewers were generally built Into 
them. 


"Tho agora was in the center of the city," said 


Wasliburn "—a free market, 
like those in our 


larger California cities. It was a large, open space, 
with stoao (colonnades) and shops or public offices 
on four sides. .The sioae also afforded shelter from 
the sun and rain. An altar stood in the square ami 
the stoa on tho north was for the many processions 
and pageants. 
It .also served as a foundation for 


numerous statues. 
Some of itho shops on the south . 


had .basement rooms .for. storage and to serve as' 
workshops for artisans. 
Close by was a separate 


market for meat arid fish. 


Tho eccleslasterton 
or council hail faced the. 


market. It was a small theater-!iko building with 
a roof and seats for 640 members. Next this was 
the prytaneion, built like a. house, with -an open 
court, cistern table, roiuns for cooking and the pub- 
lic hearth. Higher up on the hillside was the open 
theater."

I 
never expect to be rich enough to own a fire folio copy, but I hope to 
acquire a Rood reproduction In facsimile, such us. for Instance, the one 
edited by Sldnr-y l.oe and reproduced from the Clmtsworth copy In thfc 
possession of the Duko of Devonshire. 
Issued In 1902 I nm glad to 


notice In the list of subscrlbem half n dozen book lovers of IMS Ange- 
•les are Included. 
They comprise Messrs. Len Behymer, Robert J. 


nulla. Isidore B. Dockweller. C. C. Parker, and Miss Olive Perclval.

lish scholar and editor, he was knighted In 1911 for his admirable 
labors in connection with the preparation of the "Dictionary of Is'a- 
tional Biography." 
In addition to the lirst folio editorship ho pub- 


lished "Stratford-on-Avon from the Earliest Times to the Death of 
Shakespeare" (18S4); a "Life of Shakespeare" (1S9S);' "Elizabethan 
Sonnets" .(1904); "Great Englishmen of the Sixteenth Century" (1904) 
and "Shakespeare and the Modern Stage" (1906), besides much else 
bcarlnE upon English literature. As may be seen, he approached his 
great task well panoplied and with a heart to ffle. doing. 


THE 1'TRST EDITION. 


Responsibility for the first attempt to give the world a complete 


edition of Shakespeare's plays mainly lays with a syndicate, consisting 
of William and Isaac Jaggard (father and son), printers; William 
Apsley and John Smith-wick — or Smitliweeke, as the first folio spells it _ 
and Edward Blount,of literary proclivities. John Hemlnge and Henry 
Condell .furnished the '"copy" which they obtained from the playhouse 
archives. The latter furnished no capital. 
They disclaimed pecuniary 


advantage; they merely sought to facilitate an endeavor which they had 
been brought to believe would do honor to tho memorj' of "so worthy a 
friend and fellow alive as was our Shakespeare." Doubtless, it was the 
philanthropic resolve of these two former fellow players of Shakespeare 
that Inspired Leonard Digges in 1523 to ^-rite 


Shakespeare, 
at length thy ploug fellows give 
The world thy works. 


which I have quoted in full elsewhere in this issue. It was the syndi- 
cate that undertook the financial burden and shared what profits that 
accrued. But no matter how sordid tho incentive that it was done at all 
is the chief concern of posterity, when one considers that the greater 
part of the Elizabethan drama never found its way into print, while 
much of what did get published was pirated ajid of imperfect, corrupt 
versions. The managers of Shakespeare's company, cherishing his mem- 
ory and taking pride In their past association with him and his work, 
were glad to give -.their consent to the printing of the plays they had 
received. 
Tho dramatist was dead, his vogue on the stage necessarily 


diminished, hence the customary objections of managers to the publish- 
ing of plays had lost force and the printing syndicate was not slow in 
pressing this point. Of the thirty-six plays appearing In this first folio 
only sixteen had been printed at earlier dates— fifteen in Shakespeare's 
lifetime and one, "Othello," posthumously. 
"Pericles," which was also 


issued In the author's lifetime, was excluded from the first folio, thn 
right to publish It having been assigned hy the author to Henry Gosson 
of Paternoster Row, who had produced two editions of the play in 1609. 
The title having passed to Pavier, a piratical publisher, in 1619. he 
Issued It in a third quarto edition, along with "Tho True Contention," 
the obsolete version of the "Second Part of Henry VI." In 1623 Pavier 
still owned the copyright. 


On the title page of the first -folio "Mr. William Shakespeare's Com-' 


edles. Histories and Tragedies" were declared to be "Published Accord- 
ing to the True Original Copies." 
In tho subtitle of the preliminary • 
pages the actor managers say in their address to the readers, "It had 
hene a thing, we confesse,^ worthie to 
have 
bene 
wished 
that the 


author himself had 
Hvd 
to have 
set 
forthC 
and 
overseen 
his 


owne writings: but since It hath bene ordained otherwise, and ho hy 
death departed from that right, we pray yon not to envie his friends, 
the office of their care nnd paino to have collected and published them" 
After warning the public against the corrupt quartos, "stolne and sur- 
reptitious copies, maimed and deformed hy the frauds and stealthes of. 
Injurious imposters that exposed them." they said the plays they offpred 
were the real thing, perfect a$, to finish, and absolute in their numbers 
as the. author conceived them. "We have scarce received from him a 
blot In his papers," the actors added. Curious, that Sidney t.ee failed 
to recall, in this connection, the statement of Ben Jonsou, "I remehiber 
the players have often mentioned it as an honor to Shakespeare that in 
his writing, whatsoever he penned, he never blotted out a line." 


600 ISSUED. 


There were 90S pages in tho first folio, which was probably a large 


edition; as many as 600- copies were printed, thinks Mr. Lee, 'who has 
traced the existence of 156 copies of the volume as still extant. It>lg 
not the province of this browsing to dwell upon the many errors of 
pagination and text which the editor of the first folio reprint has so 
painstakingly set forth. 
Of Interest Is the statement that within nine 


years of publication, in 1G32, the whole of the. large edition of the tirst 
folio was exhausted and a new folio edition of Shakespeare's plays; 
known as the second folio, was sent through the press, largely a reprint 
tvithout amendment of the syntax employed In the 1623 edition. Two 
sf the promoters of the first folio were Interested in the succeeding one. 
A third folio was Issued In 1663 and a fourth jn 1673. In the nineteenth 
century the first folio was four times reproduced in facsimile, the first 
attempt In 1S56, which occasionally has been mistaken for tho original 
The second (and considered the best) facslmilo was issued by Lionel 
Booth at 307 Regent street In 1S64, in three parts, in trustworthy typog- 


. raphy. In 1866 came out a third large folio reproduction In facsimile 


by the then newly discovered process of- photo-lithography. 
A fourth 


and much reduced photographic facsimile in octavo, published by 
Chatto & and Windus, appeared in 187G, with an introduction by J O 
Halllwell-Phillips. 


Mr. Lee's first folio reproduction In facsimile is from the Clmtsworth 


copy, once the property of the great collector, the Duke of Roxburghe. 
In this 'connection it is interesting to recall that the .famous bibiophile, 
Thomas Frognall Dibdln, In his "Reminiscences of a Library Life," tells 
us how George Nicol (book seller to George III and agent for John 
Duke Roxburghe), carried off the prize. His noble patron had charged 
him to get the copy at any cost. The biddings rose to 20 guineas — a 
great sum in those days. His Grace was In the room coolly viewing 
the contest. Nicol slipped him a note, suggesting ho had better with- 
draw. The game Duke wrote back: 


• Lay on, Macduff! 


And d— ^d he he who first cries, "hold, enough!" 


Needless to say such a spirit was irresistible and bore down all oppo- 


sition. 
The Duke was, of course, declared victor, and marched off 


triumphantly with the volume undor his arm. He paid £35, thinks 
William Nicol, son of George. At the Roxburghe sale it fetched £100 
the noted collector. Sir Mark M. Sykes, having bid as high as £SO. The 
Duke of Devonshire, of Dibdln's reminiscence, "the most resolute,' con- 
stant and princely purchaser of books, had just then come of age and 
in possession of a princely income. The present owner Is, of course, a 
later holder of the title. It la in those same "Reminiscences" that Dr 
Dibdln comments; 
"The- wit- of one age is not the wit of another!

In this wise does •William J. Locke In- 


troduce "Vlviette," a novel In which ho 
.strays from the path of his usual follow- 
ing and amuses himself by placing new 
garb on a subject as old as humanity— 
two men and a woman. There Is scarce 
any of tho whlmsey that has flooded with 
mien charm the other works of Locke, 
but Locke Is too much of the artist to fall 
to entertain notwithstanding his lack of 
unusual subject. 


It la a Bummer hook, VIviette. and its 


incidents are of June and of love In rural 
England. VIviette Is sort of foster sister 
to. tho two men, brothers older than her- 
self. Dick, the primitive man. Is some- 
what of a lump and lives on the manor, 
while Austin Is a barrister, lives In Lon- 
~don and provides the fundo to keep up 
the place and gratify the whims of a 
mother who adores him and who accepts 
Dick as something to bo endured. 


Austin comes home for a visit and seas 


VIviette for the first time since she was a 
child. Knowing Dick to be In love with 


Austin, VIviette and Kntherlne Tfolroyd, 
a visitor, come to inspect his collection o.t 
armor. Only the mis-fire of a duelling 
pistol come down from their hot-blooded 
ancestor, prevents murder," although Dick 
ostensibly Is rehearsing the duel fought 
by his ancestor In the'same room. There 
is much more to the story and much you 
might expect from a girl who says: 


"I want you to love me strongly and

Not Assailed 


TACOMA, Wash.. April 29.— 


Hoary statutes of the Romans, 
ancient German law volumes and 
musty English cases of centuries 
ago have been resurrected by At- 
torney. P. L. Pendleton, and will 
be introduced as evidence in tho 
defense of Paul R. Haffer, on 
trial for criminally libeling George 
Washington, when the trial is re-" 
sumed inp Superior Court Mon- 
day. The 'State concluded" presen- 
tation of its case last evening. 


In denying; a motion by the de- 


fense for'a dismissal. Judge Card 
ruled that under tho statutes of 
the. State any person is liable to 
arrest on a charge of 
criminal 


libel for the criticism of deceased 
persons, even 
as far 
back as 


Adam. 


The statute fixes no limit to 


the time -within which tho possi- 
bility of libel ceases, he held, and 
the question of whether malicious 
intent was Involved must be the 
deciding factor in each case. 


Tho case- is without parallel in 


the annals of American jurispru- 
dence, and no modern precedents 
of any sort 
are available, 
at- 


torneys agree. 
Attorney Pendlcton's chief ar- 


gument for dismissal was that 
unless tho operation of the State 
libel statute were confined to tho 
matter of libeling "a deceased per-

affairs, and which will save $300,000 
per year to the taxpayers of Alameda 
county, has been evolved.

the form of a new charter for Ala- 
meda county and Its cities, and la to 
be submitted to a vote of the people 
within a few months, according to an 
announcement made last night by Ed- 
gar C. Bradley of Berkeley, president 
of th& City and County Government 
Association. 


It-is claimed for the proposed new 


charter that It provides for a city and 
countv consolidated government 
to

DRAFT NOW PREPARING. 


The tentative draft of this charter 


is now in course of preparation by ex- 
perts secured for the purp.use at the 
direction of the general committee. 
When completed thin first draft will 
be handed..over to the legal commit- 
tee, 
consisting of Robert M. .Fltz- 


geral of Oakland, Beveriey Hodghead

NOISOME WELCOME IS STAGED 


FOR VISITORS AT THE FERRY 


AN FRANCISCO, April 29.— 
In this city, more than in any 
other part of the State, does 
the attempted raid of the Guy 
C. 
Earl-personally-conducted 


faction upon the Republican 
party take on its true colors. 
One can understand at a 
glance at the daily political 
activities why the "Uniteds" 
are called the hydro-electric 
ticket. All the elements of 


the allied power interests, the Governor's family and 
the administration lieutenants are working in per- 
fect harmony and, if pre-election appearances count 
for anything they are making no mean fight. 
The Governor is frankly leading the charging 
hosts. His powerful and well-lubricated machine 
is in full operation. On his ticket are some Repub- 


' licans prominent in business and affairs. They are 


in strange company and lending themselves in "an 
unusual way to a political foray; but however they 
come to be there, they have a pride in getting 
through successfully. They do not want to suffer 
the embarrassment of defeat, and are bending every 


^ energy. Behind them, is one of the mightiest polit- 


ical machines any State ever knew. If all that has 
been charged against the Southern Pacific Company 
as to a former machine is true, its late machinists 
must contemplate with considerable disgust how 
they have been outclassed. By the dominant ma- 
chine they are shown to have been the veriest pikers. 
In the passage of laws to further political ends, and 
in thwarting public expression at the polls, they 
never took the first lesson. • Perhaps some of them 
may hark back with feelings of those who mourn 
over lost opportunities; but that what they did and 
all they were charged .with doing is very far 
short of what is being done they are fully aware. 
Republicans here realize that those who are Re- 
publicans before they are anything else politically 
will have to bestir themselves to rescue and pre- 
serve their party to California. Tuesday will show 
how effective they have been. It might be well to 
explain that-the unity of Progressive-United efforts 
here is not reflected in all parts of the State. Word 
has been received by several reliable channels that 
all is not going well with the hydro-electrics in 
Southern California. The section distinguished by 
cafeterias and "100,000 Iowa votes" has been dis- 
turbed by Governor Johnson's declaration of support 
to Roosevelt's candidacy. Now, that is not just the 
way it was planned. When Joseph Scott was bounced 
off the ticket, it was given oul that it was to make 
room for Joe Crail, Cummins supporter, who could 
be depended upon to capture the "100,000 lowans." 
The Iowa voters, are now figuring that they have 
only one Cummins vole on the hydro-electric' ticket, 
and that is Joe Crail. The unpledged Regular ticket, 
not dominated by the administration boss, looks bet- 
ter to them. 
The Mendocino Way 


The penchant for calling in the reporters has been 


noted in those federal officials who hail from the 
breezy mountains of Mendocino. United States Dis- 
trict Attorney John W. Preston has been much 
given to it, promulgating his opinions and inten- 
tions through the newspapers in a way not at all 
customary with such functionaries; and Register of 
the United States Land Office John B. Sanford is 
running him a close second. A few days ago it was 
proclaimed through the press that Register of the 
United States Land Office John B. Sanford was 
about to retire to some bosky dell in the mountain 
fastnesses where, undisturbed by the bustle and the 
moil of men. he could con fifteen hundred pages of 
testimony in a land suit, and adjudge acutely of the 
contentions therein set forth. 
More recently ap- 


pears accounts of his return, much bronzed, and that 
testimony is duly mentioned again, albeit shrunk to 
fourteen hundred pages. It would be interesting to 
know whether' he really took any testimony along, 
and how much he fatigued his brain in official 
thought. Whenever there is an adjustment of lines 
or other action by the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office at Washington, resulting in the addition 
of a few hundred acres of mountains to the many 
thousand similar and adjacent acres that have been 
open for entry all the time, or in designating an in- 
creased area for enlarged homestead entry, the Reg- 
ister is in the habit of mobilizing the reporters and 
getting it published in such a way as to cause a rush 
of the land-hungry to the land office. The net re- 
sults are a much disgusted public after it finds out 
the .facts, and a greatly overworked office force 
while the futile rush continues. It seems to be a 
sort of redwood habit to get oneself in print when he 
graduates from that lumber belt to a government 
job. 
In Re Chris BucKley 


The late "Jake" Rudolph was not a gunman nor a 


favored henchman of Chris Buckley, but more a 
hanger-on. But the death of a real protege occurred 
not long ago, without particular notice, and it af- 
fected the blind ex-boss very much. For more than 
twenty years Ilealey Davis had been the guide of 
Buckley, and had shown unusual qualities of faith- 
fulness and foresight. He had an extensive acquaint- 
ance and had trained himself to remember names, 
and to readily recall incidents and particulars. He 
would discern a person at a distance, impart the fact 
to Buckley, together with other particulars that 
would enable the blind man to assume surprising 
knowledge of and familiarity with the party, which 
frequently caused remark as to his uncanny sensing 
of things. Buckley is-71 years old, but is straight 
and vigorous. He has a son in attendance at the 
university—Christopher Jr.—who is the apple of his 
•«ye, as it were. A good many, after contemplating 
the bosses that San Francisco has had since Buckley 
flourished, are able to look upon the blind ex-boss 
without resentment. 
Both bosses and machines 


have in these later years taken on characteristics 
that are much more malign and threatening than the 
old-time manipulators of parties and politics. Buck- 
ley has a great many friends and not a few admirers, 
for he was always "square," as that word is best un- 
derstood among men. Those who think he is with- 


out influence even.now do not get it right. Four 
years ago it was highly desirable, that some influ- 
ence be brought to bear in eastern political circles 
centering in New York. I think it was in connec- 
tion with the exposition. Whatever it was, some- 
body suggested interesting Buckley. The sugges-' 
tion was well taken, for Buckley, without ado,.dic- 
tated a dispatch to Charles Murphy, Tammany 
leader, who immediately interested himself in the 
matter, with results such as were desired. Refer- 
ring to it afterwards in conversation with a San 
Franciscan, he said that anything that Buckley 
wanted he could have if he (Murphy) or Tammany 
could encompass it. 
A Dinner to Moses 


Tli? dinner, to Moses Gunst at the Cliff House Fri- 


day night was quite a function. It was designed as 
a send-off for Mose, in view of his projected depart- 
ure for Chicago as a delegate to the Republican 
National' Convention. Of course, he has not yet 
been elected, but some of his friends feel so'sure of 
the outcome that they were willing to take a chance. 
Some important personages extended their legs un- 
der the mahogany. Among them were Willis Polk, 
E. 0. McCormick, J. J. Gottlob, George A. Knight, 
Henry Ach, Milt Esberg, L. C. Brown, "Jack" Bon- 
net, J. C. Nealon and others. Among those who sent 
regrets were Chief Justice Angelotti, Justice Hen- 
shaw, Governor Johnson, Ray Benjamin, H. U. 
Brandenstein, S. N. Rucker and others. Quite a 
number had been invited who were -not among those 
present, including Justices Sloss, Lawlor and Fed- 
eral Judge Van Fleet, Mayor Rolph,. District Attor- 
ney Fickert, John Tait, Daniel Burns, Herbert 
Fleishhacker and others. The occasion had no polit- 
ical significance. Mose has a good many friends in 
all classes, and a bid to do him honor in that way 
was pretty sure to get a rise out of a goodly com- 
pany. 
Revolution in Transportation 


Three significant things have taken place within- 


the past week. The Southern Pacific Company has 
taken off trains because the jitneys have cut into 
traffic between towns so that it does not pay to run 
them; United Slates officials have intimated that 
mails will be curtailed for the same reason, and an 
ordinary stock automobile was driven from Los'An- 
geles to San Francisco in ten hours and forty-seven 
minutes, which is some three hours less time than is 
made by the Lark, the fastest train that runs be- 
tween the cities. The significance of these coinci- 
dental happenings is that a revolution is under way 
in the matter of transportation. This appears to be 
so not only as' to urban, but as to interurban traffic 
as well. Our great valleys lend themselves to the rad- 
ical change that is going on. The roads are practical- 
ly level, and the automobile can come and go when- 
ever the passenger is ready, which is reversing the 
railroad way. A railroad man in discussing it says it 
looks as though railroad business will ultimately be 
confined to the long haul. At first this will have re- 
gard to the passenger traffic; but .finally, with bet- 
ter roads, there is no reason why freight will not be 
hauled that way for very considerable distances. The 
achievement of the auto between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco indicates -the high- development to 
which automobiles have been brought, and what 
may still be expected with better roads. Over much 
of the distance the roads were far from ideal, and a 
mountain range was crossed. 
Fashion and the Plume 


Change in the fashions has put a crimp in a busi- 


ness that few have taken account of. Ostrich feath- 
ers have gone out. The waving plume on the picture 
hat has disappeared and the considerable industry 
and commerce that circled around the ostrich have 


. been hit hard. There was quite a considerable farm 


over in Alameda county that was closed out nearly a 
year ago. Cleaners .and workers in feathers have 
seen their business go almost completely. Now the 
Cawston store is closing out. The Cawston is the 
largest ostrich enterprise in the United States, its 
farms in Southern California for years being ob- 
jects of interest to tourists. It is not likely that 
plumes will be always or very long out of style. They 
lend themselves to fe'male adornment so readily and 
decidedly that it may be a wonder that they should 
have fallen into desuetude at all; and it is entirely 
probable that Dame Fashion will in good time re- 
verse her decree and make them again the vogue. 
War Possibilities and Bulbs 


A distinguished Hollander, recently a guest at the 


Palace Hotel, had an explanation of his country's" 
recent mobilization and general movement in the di- 
rection of preparedness. Holland's great interests 
are her colonies, very rich and well conserved under 
the Dutch method of governing. Holland is becom- 
ing uneasy about Japan. He represented that Eng- 
land has given his country assurances that her ally 
will not cause Holland's colonies trouble provided 
Holland takes the right attitude toward the allies. 
Holland feels its precarious position from its envel- 
oping neighbor at home, and when its ships were 
sunk by submarines it was the psychological time 
for it to begin to move. Incidentally it is interest- 
ing that this Hollander is a bulb raiser, and has 
come to California to embark in that business. The 
bulb business in Holland has been destroyed by the 
war. The embargo .on commerce has made shipping 
impossible, so that bulbs cannot be distributed after 
they are raised—at least, with that freedom that 
makes a great and profitable industry. He says that 
California is a particularly favored section for the 
raising of the plants for which Holland has long 
been so' famous and in which it has led the countries 
of the earth. 
George Wingfield 


It has not been disclosed what the trouble in the 


Wingfield family is about, or whether indeed there 
is much of any trouble; but the recent publicity 
served to revive a good deal of gossip about one of 
Nevr.da's most stirring personalities. George Wing- 
field is peculiarly a product of a State notable for 
its unique characters. He is 39 years .old, was born 
in Arkansas, followed cowboy life in Oregon, drift- 
ing to Nevada about 1904, where he floated about 
mining caraps and followed the diversions that pre- 
vailed in such environment until the Tonopah and 


Goldfield discoveries broke. 
Then he found his op- 


portunity. Securing a lease on the Florence mine 
he struck it very, rich, and was able to get into Mo- 
hawk, which was richer still. Somewhere along here 
he fell in with Senator Nixon, who was the banking 
power of the State, and from that on till Nixon's 
death they worked in pairs. The Goldfield Consoli- 
• dated was one of their joint holdings, and is com- 
posed of six of the richest mines in the .Goldfield dis- 
trict, and is reputed to pour out gold in a stream that 
would choke a mint. A cowboy falling into such 
fortune would naturally be expected to pull the Coal- 
Oil-Johnny stunt, but not George Wingfield. He de- 
veloped an acumen that not .only enabled him to 
conserve all that he so suddenly came into posses- 
sion of.'but to reach out and enlarge his sphere. But 
he did not change in essentials of character. He is 
very direct, very simple and unpretentious. He 
doesn't forget his old-time acquaintances, and sub- 
mits to the "touch" of the clown-and-outer in per- 
fect good nature. He doesn't pretend to be superior 
to what he was in his cow-punching days. Some peo- 
ple say it is not to his discredit that, having emerged 
financially, he doesn't pretend that he is on an ek- 
vated plane morally. He may know what cant is, 
but not from having indulged in it. 
Declined Senatorship 


When Senator Nixon died Governor Oddie wired 


Wingfield at the Stl Francis the Senatorial appoint- 
ment. It was relayed to him at his father-in-law's 
home where he was staying, but at once declined. 
The offer was not bespoke and the declination was 
not cogitated. Wingfield probably stands alone in 
the history of the country in declining- an United 
States Senatorship, tendered on a platter as it were, 


. with the certainty that he could be elected for the 
succeeding term without opposition. And he was 
representative of the things for. which the State is 
noted. He dominates the mining-industries, and has 
succeeded to control of the extensive banking busi- 
ness in which he and Senator Nixon were jointly in- 
terested. Aside from that, he is a bona fide resident 
of Nevada, which is more than some Senators have 
been. It will be said that he knew he was not just 
the timber out of which Senators should be made; 
but that can't be said of Fair and others. Wingfield 
'is undoubtedly the richest resident of Nevada, and 
is still young and going strong. 
The Actor and the Film 


San Francisco either gets the first or the last of 


big legitimate theatrical runs. An illustration is 
afforded in the fact that "So Long, Letty," started 
here, having a great vogue, and will now be seen in 
the east, while "Sin, Sin," had its premier in New 
York, and will get here as the end of its route. Those 
interested in what may be called the legitimate 
drama are recovering from their fear that the 
movies are to put them entirely out of business. 
They see a combination wherein the film is to 
tell part of the story. It will fill in the hiatus 
.which is supposed .to elapse in the play and which 
heretofore has been left to the imagination and the 
prompting of the program, making it much more 
complete and satisfactory. 
The lack that is felt 


• now in exclusive film productions will thus be sat- 
isfied in the injection of the human voice and the 
presence of real persons. 
The leading theater here 


has at times admitted film performances entire, 
but will not do it in the future. The reason is that 
the practice of advertising actors in films as though 
they were appearing in person has confused play- 
goers so that they are unable ..to distinguish from 
the announcements, when a real play comes along. 
There were so many cases in point where patrons 
rang up to inquire if the real star was to appear or 
only a film, that it was decided to confine the house 
to the bona fide class of performances. In Chicago 
recently Ethel Barrymore was advertised as though 
she was appearing at one theater, when she was 
only represented in a film, while she was actually ap- 
pearing in person at another in "Mrs. McChesney." 
Among the Powers That Be 


Evidently there is a good deal of indecision about 


the filling of the Lieutenant-Governorship. At least 
twice has the matter been considered settled, to be 
overturned and a new proposition decided on. The 
very latest is that II. L. Carnahan, at present Com- 
missioner of Corporations, is to be elevated to the 
office. He comes from-Riverside, and is a faithful 
henchman. The south is growing cold toward the 
uplift, haying been the hotbed when the wave of re- 
generation first broke; and probably the appoint- 
ment of Carnahan is the thing that is relied on to 
rejuvenate the faith. It is also on dit that Alex Gor- 
don's term as Railroad Commissioner expiring De- 
cember 31st, John F. Neylan, now of the Board of 
Control, will aspire to the succession. The salary 
of a Railroad Commissioner is $8000, and his power 
transcends that of any other official. 
Custodian DeadlocK Ended 


A sort of truce has been declared as to the audi- 


torium custodianship. There was a dispute, it will 
be remembered, between the Board of Works and 
the Supervisors as to which body was entitled to the 
"patronage.-" The Board of Works had appointed 
Louis Levy, but the Board of Supervisors refused to 
pay his salary, which had been fixed at $300 a 
month. The compromise is based on the payment 
of five months' back salary and the resignation of 
the appointee, which resignation goes into effect 
May 1. The auditorium, which by the way, is taking 
on some of the characteristics of an elephant, is to 
be managed by a committee of the Board of Works, 
which will have a representative in charge. But the 
representative will not be an official. He will not 
have power to act on his own motion, and will get 
$150 a month. Already the applicants for this job 
arc counted by dozens. Levy is to become the busi- 
ness manager of Mt. Zion Hospital, an important 
position for which he is said to be particularly quali- 
fied. 
Industrial Investments 


The advent of a branch of an eastern firm that 


places investment bonds is ah indication of a trend 
that may not have been generally realized. Here- 
tofore industrials have been placed in the cast and 
Europe for the most part.' The European market 


for American securities is gone, snd the effort is 
made to popularize that form of investment here. 
State, county and municipal bonds have heretofore 
found investors, but as to other .securities there 
seems to have been more inclination to invest In 
stocks than in bonds. The success of Hutton & 
Company, Rollins & Soils, William Staats & Com- 
pany and others has induced the firm of Hoteling, 
Peabody & Company to establish a branch here. 
This must be taken as an indication of the increas- 
ing importance of San Frartcisco as a money center. 
Pandemonium Restored 


Not very long ago mutual congratulations wero 


passed between commuters and others concerned in 
the good nnniD of the city over the action that re- 
sulted in the suppression of the savages who are dis- 
guised as hotel and tnxicab runners and frequent the 
ferry entrance in swarms. San Francisco had become 
notorious for these people, who made it a bedlam 
when a ferryboat that connects with a regular train 
came in. Passengjps were assaulted, their baggage 
torn from their possession and themselves hustled 
into vehjcles to be taken off to some hotel or other, 
or to be mulct in excessive charges for a ride. When 
these gentry were banished outside a deadline and 
their howling hushed, there was universal approval 
and a feeling- that a very long desired step had been 
taken. It did not occur that there was any possibil- 
ity of a recession that would restore the old order of 
things. But the Board of Supervisors last Monday 
night, by a vote of eleven to six, took the. back 
track, rescinded its action which had resulted in so 
much satisfaction—took the muzzle off and restored 
pandemonium. This action was in the face of pro- 
tests from the Chamber of Commerce, the Civic 
League, Improvement Clubs, the Hotel Men's Asso- 
ciation, the Travelers' Aid Society, the Police De- 
partment and everybody except the Taxicab Drivers' 
Union. But the latter was backed by the Labor 
Council. 
Eddie WolCe promoted the gaiety of the 


occasion by declaring that in his opinion he believed 
that "public opinion would restrain the men from 
shouting." 
New Social Leader 


The fact that Mr. Frank Moroney was made the 


chairman of the Mardi Gras Committee has more 
significance .than may be generally understood. 
What it probably means is the installation of-a new 
social premier. That will cause instant recollection 
that almost time out of mind that post has been held 
by_ Ned Greenway, and perhaps wonder that one so 
long and firmly enthroned should be supplanted. 
Time has a habit of rolling on, and the young and 
nimble of other years find themselves eventually in 
the sere. This may be an uncouth way of putting 
it with regard to one of society's cotillion leaders, 
but it seems to be about -how it is. As near as can 
be stated, the , social forces hs-.ve agreed that Mr. 
Moroney is to be their arbiter, though it is doubtful 
if anybody in this later day will f :Vi that role to the 
extreme that it was filled in the more priimtiv(3 
days of social activities in California. But it seems 
to be necessary to have a head to the doings in the 
higher social stratum. The diversions cannot be left 
to happen, for there is the danger of the social con- 
tretemps which is more to be dreaded than almost 
anything else. 
She Is Inviolate 


Senator Phelan has achieved the distinction of 


publicity in the New York Sun. This is no small 
fame. The Sun is a discriminating publication.. At 
the Jefferson banquet at the Waldorf-Astoria he 
made a speech that got reported. The Sun says he 
"dug up an' entirely new preparedness epigram." 
According to that paper, the Senator from Califor- 
nia was rather new to a New York Waldorf audi- 
.ence, and started off by telling the six hundred and 
more banqueters that if the. people wanted the 
President really to be firm they ought to give him 
the usual tools to be firm with; and then he indulged 
in this flight: "Peace! But there is no peace! Our 
•enemy are at 'our gates, and we cannot brain them 
with a fan. Liberty on the dome of the national cap- 
itol is an armed Liberty! That is why she is invio- 
late !" There is some quiet discussion of the simile 
and the figure of speech, and a smile once in a whila 
which has to' be interpreted by the beholder for him- 
self if he feels the need of elucidation. 
Chemical Manufacture 


The shutting off of chemical supplies by the war 


has sent prices of medicines and drugs bounding 
upwards, but has also had the effect of starting 
manufactures and developing new industries. It was 
told in the dispatches recently how a great steel cor- 
poration had enlarged its operations in by-products, 
making the manufacture of chemicals a principal 
industry. The idea is taken up here. The Fleishhack- 
ers have interested themselves in chemical produc- 
tion, and are establishing a factory which will con- 
cern itself mainly for the present in distilling alcohol 
from molasses. Almost all kinds of chemicals can 
be produced here at a big profit under present con- 
ditions, and by the time that peace arrives and 
things are more nominal it is believed such industries 
will be so firmly established that they can compete. 
Signs of Prosperity 


Illustrating the prosperity of the present and con- 


fidence in the future that is felt by leading business 
institutions, the plans of the Emporium Company to 
enlarge its already large store are properly men- 
tioned. If there were only one instance of this kind 
in this line of business it might not be so signifi- 
cant; but O'Connor & Moffatt are planning to do 
likewise, and Livingstone Brothers also find their 
store room to be inadequate and are to enlarge. The 
groat Hobart building on Market, facing the termi- 
nus of Second, was criticised somewhat when it was 
being built. The criticism was that such a building 
in such a location, erected at such a time, was a. 
poor venture; but it is filling so satisfactorily that 
the lot next adjoining, owned by George Whittell, 
with a frontage of 175 feet and extending through 
to Sutter, is to be improved by a structure whose 
cost will reach well into the millions. These pro- 
jects certainly cannot be cited as proof that the city 
is on'the slump.

University of California and others, residents in 
the United States. They have been carrying on a 
well-defined publicity campaign to present in 
most favorable light the Japane.se contentions 
which conflict with this nation's interests.

MORE PROPAGANDA. 


In a statement given yesterday to a news dis- 


tributing association—The United Press—an 
eloquent though unofficial spokesman for Japan's 
protest against proposed immigration legislation 
now pending in Congress, resorted to an unfor- 
tunate and incorrect statement of facts, and de- 
scribed, inadvertantly, we believe, the character- 
istic Japanese attitude which, it is to be feared, 
will soon become as much disliked in America as 
it now is in China. 


He said that the Burnett immigration bill is in 


reality a Japanese exclusion bill directed particu- 
larly against the Japanese. As a matter of fact 
the Burnett bill has two important objects: one 
is to restrict immigration and exclude undesir- 
able immigrants from all sources through the so- 
called literacy test; the other is to exclude 
Asia tic. peoples who are ineligible to citizenship. 
The proponents of the measure are actuated by 
a desire to prevent disturbance of the economic 
equilibrium in this country, to keep out persons 


"undesirable on account of their individual char- 
acter and records, and to prevent the grdwth in 
this country of a considerable element of popula- 
tion which, because it cannot acquire American 
citizenship, can never be depended upon to uphold 
American ideals and the country's interests 
against potential foreign enemies. 


The opponents of the literacy test features are 


in the main composed of those who desire and 
employ cheap labor. The opposition to the Asiatic 
exclusion provisions is almost wholly based upon 
academic and diplomatic grounds. Yet, there is

DESTROYING THE RECALL. 


Former Mayor Schmitz of San Francisco ap- 


parently experiences great difficulty in arriving 
at an understanding of public sentiment regard- 
ing himself. To most minds the fact that Mayor 
Rolph was re-elected to office at the municipal 
primary would be convincing proof that the peo- 
ple do not want Mr. Schmilz. But Mr. Schmitz 
does not see it that way and is going to start 
recall proceedings against Mayor Rolph and him- 
self become a candidate for the office again.

bridge would pay for itself. 


The location of tlie bridge Is on the 


shortest lino between the Oakland city 
hall anil Third and Market streets " in 
San Francisco. Although tho San Fran- 
cisco terminal of the bridge proper would 
bo near Third arid Towusend streets the 
electric trains would continuo to Third 
and Market streets through A subway, 
thus landing the people near the heart of 
the city and not at tho foot of Third 
street 
Tho destination for tho majority 


of commuter's is near Third and Market, 
so that the people taking tho train on 
tho Oakland Eldo of tho bay would bo 
saved timo and a car faro in San Fran- 
cisco. 


The Income from tho bridge would bo 


derived from threo sources: a toll from 
vehicles, a charge to the railroads for the 
use of the bridge for their overland trains 
and n charge to. tho railroads for each 
passenger whom they carried across tho 
bridge In their electric suburban cars, 
Tha railroads could afford to carry tho 
suburban passengers for the saniu rate as 
at present because . the railroads would 
pny to tho counties, for tho u.so of tho 
bridge, part of tho amount which Jt now 
coats them to operate their ferries.

Tho 
bridge would avoid delays In crossing tho 
bay and remove the ever present danger 
from an accident during tho foggy weath- 


It would also provide tho means for 


.us and other vehicles to get quickly 


from one city to the other. These, with 
tho many othor advantages, would in- 
crease tho grow.th of tho cities and thua 
Increase real estate and property values. 


This separation of these two large busi- 


ness centers by a great body of water 
which 130,000 people have to cross every 
day Is not only a great in convenience but 
it is a groat hindrance to the commercial 
development of these cities. 
If tha peo- 


ple understood 
that they can Imvo a 


bridge which will provlrto rapid transit 
for both people and vehicles, without in- 
creasing their taxes. It is believed th.it 
cvoryono on both sides of tho bay will 
favor the project.

"They 


are pseudo-primitives.." he declares, "or 
antl-Whlstlerltes. They think they are

They 
are Imitating his faults, whilu not per- 
ceiving .his virtues." 


PLANS FOR THE MUSEUM. ' 


"What are your plans?" I asked the 


new director, "and what exhlhlta will re- 
main in the Palaco of Pino Arts after 
May first?" 


"It Is too early yet to announce definite 
plans.,. 


"Two things—three things—are certain. 


The Holland exhibition goes, on May first, 
to San Diego, the Norwegian pictures 
return to their own country, and the 
Italian Futurist pictures remain. Italy Is 
the only country that has yet replied to 
our cablegrams, asking an extension of 
time. Her reply was affirmative. 
But 


in a feu- days, we are confident that 
ve shall hear from the others. War con- 
ditions make communication under the 
ocean somewhat slow. 


"Couldn't you keep the Norwegian pic- 
lures here Just a little longer? We shall 
miss the Munch things, aiid the Sohl- 
bergs, and the Lunds. 


"They have remained here since Jan- 


uary against the vigorous protests of 
the artists. Great prosperity has come 
to >.orway as a by-product of the- war. 
Tho pictures have remained hera at a 
fireat financial .sacrifice to the painters, 
so further extensions of time are out 
of the question." 
Evidently rich Nor- 
wegians buy pictures. 


"What of your policy, Mr. Laurvlk?" 
"Speaking for the Art Association and 


myself, the basis of our policy shall>be 
to build 
up 
a" great 
American 
art 


museum In San Francisco 


'This city Is obviously destined to be 
the metropolis of the great. Pacific Coast, 
and here the art activities of the Far 
West should center. 
Ultimately every 


city In California of any considerable sl'e 
will have Its own smaller museum, and 
all will radiate from tho San Francisco 
museum." 
WHAT OF CALIFORNIA ARTISTS? 
"What Is your attitude toward Cali- 
fornia artists?" 


"California artists are, I take it, first 


of all American artists. Just as. there is 
the so-called L-yne group 
of American 


painters. Including Metcalf, Hassam and 
Harrison, who work every summer on 
the coast of Conneticut. or the Uoston 
group, or the Philadelphia group—these 
are American artists first. There's Red- 
field, who portrays the characteristics of 
Delaware, and Albert Groll of New York 
whose love for the Arizona desert indi- 
vidualizes him. But one is not a Dela- 
ware painter nor the other an Arizona 
painter— they 
are 
American 
painters. 


Now, that Is how I prefer to regard Cali- 
fornia paJnters. It seems to me to savor 
of the parochial to refer to our artists as 
California painters. 
Let them be known 


as American painters from California or 
the California group of American .paint- 
ers. 
You see. It will broaden their scope 


and nationalize their art, while maintain- 
ing their Individualism. They should 
. 
y sou 
o 
counse, retain the 
flavor 
of California 


soil, and the landscapists should reveal 
to the rest of the world the glories of 
California translated through California 
temperament and understanding " 


NEED OF MAN-IN-THE/STREET 
"Then, Mr. Laurvlk, that 
viewpoint' 


should Interest tlie real estate man. and 
the banker, and the man-In-the-street-- 
this alliance of esthetics with publicity " 


"Upon the .Interest of the Man-In-the- 


street wo are absolutely dependent for 
the success of our whole project. With- 
out his i-o-operatlon. our whole plan muit 
fall. Without the zealous co-operation of 
the lay public, our ideals can never be 
reached— that Js a certainty. But we are 
confident of the support of the California 
public— more especially that part of tho 
people that cluster round the hay." And 
it was with a leap of enthusiasm that 
hastened to assure, him that everywhere 
that nrtlsts gather the opinion Is practi- 
cally unanimous that the right man has 
been chosen to lead us to the heights. 
Of course, there are always 
rebellious 


spirits. 
Wasn't 
there once 
one in 


Heaven? 
The few dissenting ones are 


not of the tribe that tolls. 
They are 


for the most part linguistic artist's— al- 
ways going to do something in the spring, 
or In the summer.

automobile headlights without creating 
the equally dangerous condition of de- 
priving: the driver oi a motor vehicle of 
the amount of light necessary for safe 
operation. 


In the -effort to arrive at a satisfactory 


reply to these questions, the department 
secured tho assistance of a committee, 
the members of which were selected bo- 
cause of their export knowledge of some 
one or more of tho various angles of 
the problem under confederation

further, because the character of tho men 
themselves and the positions which they 
hold would cause Instant recognition of 
the disinterestedness 
of their report, 


Motor vehicle owners were represented on 
this committee by Blandish L. Mitchell,, 
secretary of tho Automotive Club of South- 
ern California, and by D. R Wntklnn, 
secretary of the California State Automo- 
bile Association; dealers and manufac- 
turers by J. A. Marsh, president of tbo 
Motor Car Dealers' Association of San 
Francisco;

If not immediately visible 


the perforation may be very small. 
no larger than a needle point, and In- 
this casu it Is much harder to locate. 


Innate the tube slltthtly and hold it 
near the cround. Very .often If the 
road ts dry the puncture may be de- 
tected by the disturbance of the dust 
mac\e by the escaping air. 


If this test'cannot be made or if it 


does 
not 
discover 
the 
puncture 
present each portion of the tube to 
the cheek'until the rush o? escaping 
air can be felt. These methods fail- 
insr to-locate the puncture, the only 
course is to immerse tho tube in a 
pan of water,, section by section, and 
watch closely for air bubbles. -Where 
these bubbles rise is 'the point ot 
puncture. 


Sometimes even the water test will 
give no indication of a .leak, yet 
.when .the tube Is refitted and inflated 
their air pressure will again decrease 
slowly. -It may then be considered 
practically certain that the trouble 
starts near the nut at the base of tho 
valve, assuming, of course, thaj all 
other valve .parts are In good condi- 
tion, otherwise, when the valve ivns 
immersed 
In water bubbles .would 
have Indicated the leak. •
